Approximately 250 residents of the 
town of McClelland, forced to flee for | 
their lives, were reported tonight ma- 
rooned without food or shelter on a 
ridge two miles from help and a 
raging current making their rescue be- 
fore tomorrow problematical. Loss of 
life was feared as a result of the 
break in the Plum Bayou embank- 
meat. 

The cascading tide which carried 
away the levee section at Robroy took 
with it 200 feet of the tracks of the 
St. Louis Southwestern — railroad 
Highways leading into Pine Bluff are 
covered with water and impassable, 
while the water encroaching into East 
Pine Bluff forced a rapid evacuation 
of the residents of that section of the 
city.

Is Receptive. . 

Before answering the arguments of 
the attorney's letter Smith disposed 
of its implication that he is actually 
seeking the presidency. Quoting from 
his last inaugural address the gov- 
ernor says that he is receptive but 
will do nothing to achieve it except 
“to give to the people of the state the 
kind and character of service that will 
make me deserve it.”

Combined condition of »eaches in 
10 southern states on April 1 was 
estimated slightly lower than that of 
-Jast spring, the report added, as only 
56 per cent against 58 per cent in 
1926 was estimated. The Georgia 
crop Was reported at 55 per cent, or 
4 points lower than: year ago, while 
South Carolina’s was estimated at 
only 50 per cent, with North Caro- 
lina’s standing at only 45. More fa- 
vorable conditions prevailed last year | 
in southern states west of Alabama, | 
except in Texas. “hese figures, how- | 
ever, do not mean to point out that 
tiere will be a shortage of peaches 
the coming season, the report added.

To do this and ship by express would 
have been a heavy expense and a long 
shutdown, so Bird-Potts company de- 
signed and welded a steel part to re- 
plac: the broken easting and in 24 
hours had the machine ready to op- 
erate, The general manager of the 
publie utility remarked the welded part 
was far superior to the original part 
and would wear much longer and give 
better service.
